In view of the affidavit submitted by the applicant \mder 37 CFR 1.131, the 
previous rejection has been withdrawn and the following action taken. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

Claims 1,2,4-20 are rejected vmder 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brophy. 

Figures 1 and 2 show structure as claimed, including seat portion 1, a back 
portion 4 which may pivot to a horizontal position over the seat, and a armrest 5 
which is movable between a first vertical position and a second lower position. 
Stops formed by the brackets 8,9 hold the armrest in the vertical position (page 1, 
lines 89-92), and stop 14 holds the armrest in the second, lower position (page 1, 
lines 100-102). The seat and back appear to be formed in a conventional manner 
with a frame covered by a support and covering material. Note that the two 
armrests are connected by the horizontal seat frame. 

Claims 1,2,4-10,12-14,16,17,19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Maresca. 

Figures 3 and 7 show structure as claimed, including armrests adjustable 
between upper and lower positions, and held in the positions by stops 122, 124. A 
covering material is supported by a tubular frame to provide the back and seat 
portions.
